The odds still are greatly in 
fav or of the consolidation, which 
has the approv al of the Inter­ 
state 
Commerce 
Commission, 
bu t the effectiv e date has been 
delay ed by cou rt cases. 
Since early 19 6 2, the plan has 
managed to stay on the tracks 


i despite more than 140 day s of 
hearings, challenges by other 
railroads and opposition from 
the Ju stice Department. 
Now, 
the 
chairman of the 
Pennsy lv ania and the chairman 
of the ICC foresee a collapse if 
delay s 
continu e 
indefiniHy . 
Priv ately , some railroad people 
are ev en more pessimistic. 
In ICC hearings, 
Chairman 
Stu art Sau nders of the Pennsy 
conceded that merger planning 
between the two lines was “de­ 
celerating” becau se of the de­ 
lay s. 
The 19,356 P e n n s y l v a n i a 
New York Central Transporta­ 
tion Co. was to hav e been a 
reality on Oct. 1, 19 6 6 . which in 
itself represented a delay from 
a Ju ne 1 deadline. The ICC gav e 
its approv al last April 27. 
On Sept. 21 a three-ju dge fed­ 
eral cou rt delay ed the plan to 
consider an appeal for addition­ 
al hea ngs by sev eral other rail 
lines.

camps. 
At the

Xoai camp on J une 10, 19 65, 
Construction Mechanic Marvin 
G. Shields earned the Seabee’s 
first Medal of Honor posthu­ 
mously for exceptional gallan­ 
try during a three-hour Viet 
Cong attack. 
The Seabees also are active in 
pacificatiri, building 
school 
or dam for villagers and teach­ 
ing trade skills while a Seabee 
medic holds sick call. 
But the nucleus of the Seabees 
is still the construction battalion 
— “ C-B” for short, hence the 
nickname and the insignia of a 
bumble bee holding a wrench 
and machinegun.

700-man 
battalion 
in­ 
cludes steelworkers, carpenters, 
plumbers, electricians and engi­ 
neers. Its equipment operators 
drive $5 million worth of bull 
dozers,

In an eight-month period, the 
battalions put up 1,007 canton­

U.S. headquarters announced. 
U.S. pilots flew 121 missions 
over the north, the highest num­ 
ber in recent weeks of bad 
weather. The missions involved 
350 to 400 individual sorties.

but only one encounter was re­ 
ported.

group of MIG21s fired cannon 
and air-to-air missiles at Air 
Force bombers in a single firing 
pass but no American planes 
were hit. 
Ground fighting in South Viet­ 
nam continued on a small scale 
as the 48 -hour truce for Christ­ 
mas 
approached.

starts at 7 a.m. Saigon time Sat­ 
urday. 
The Viet Cong marked the 
sixth anniversary today of the 
founding of the National Libera­ 
tion 
Front, 
their 
insurgent 
movement to take over rule of 
South Vietnam, but an antici­ 
pated 
outbreak 
of 
terrorism 
failed to materialize.

Vietnamese 
military headquarters reported 
eight small Viet Cong probe at­

On the noncombatant side, the 
annual Christmas invasion of 
American visitors started. 
Comedian Bob Hope and his

Hope’s group flew in from 
Thailand Monday, put on a show 
in the central highlands for U.S.

Study Proposal To Erect 
New Nike Defense System 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Indi­ 
cations mount that the United 
States will answer Soviet depl­ 
oyment of an antiballistic mis­ 
sile system by erecting a “ thin” 
Nike X defense carrying an 
over-all price tag of $3 billion to 
$6 billion. 


At first such an antimissile 
setup would consist of a dozen 
Nike Zeus interceptor batteries 
perhaps spaced along the na­

border.

of several hundred million dol­ 
lars. 


The decision on whether to

OK Increase 
In Room, Board 
Rates at NIU 


DEKALB—The Board of Gov­ 
ernors of State Colleges and Uni­ 
versities meeting today in Chi­ 
cago approved a three per cent 
increase in room and board rates 
for Northern Illinois University 
residence halls effective in Sep­ 
tember, 1967. 


Rates for Lincoln and Douglas 
halls were increased from $431 
to $444 per semester. Rates for 
Grant Towers North and South, 
both of which are air conditioned, 
were increased from $441 to $454. 
University officials said the in 
creases were necessary to meet 
increased food and labor costs. 


N o r t h e r n also notified the 
Board of Governors that next fell 
it will reduce the number of oc­ 
cupants per room in three resi­ 
dence 
halls—Gilbert, 
Williston, 
and the Neptune East, West, and 
North. 


During a shortage of housing in 
past years, students have been 
assigned in those halls on the 
basis of eight students per three 
rooms. Because ample housing is 
expected to be available next 
year both on and off campus, 
students will be assigned two per 
room in the three halls bringing 
the occupancy ratio in line with 
that of the other residence halls 
on the NIU campus.

Illinois Tax 
Revenue Hits 
$1. 4 Billion 


The State government of Illinois 
collected $1.4 billion in taxes in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1966, according to the U.S. De­ 
partment of Commerce’s Bureau 
of the Census. 
Hie total was a 12 per cent in­ 
crease over fiscal 1965 when the 
amount of taxes collected by the 
State was $1.2 billion, director 
Anthony J. Buchar of the Com­ 
merce Field Office in Chicago re­ 
ports.

In 
citing 
a 
recent 
Census 
Bureau report, Buchar pointed 
out that the bulk of Illinois’ 1966 
tax revenue total ($1.2 billion) 
came from sales and gross re­ 
ceipts taxes. Other sources that 
contributed to the total included 
$167 million from license fees; 
$45.2 million from death and gift 
taxes; and $1.8 million from pro­ 
perty taxes. 
Of the $1.2 billion from sales 
and gross receipts taxes, $670 mil­ 
lion came from general sales and 
gross receipts taxes and the re­ 
mainder from selective sales and 
gross receipts taxes including 
$180 million from motor fuels 
taxes; $98 million from tobacco 
taxes; $48 million from levies on 
alcoholic beverages; $82 million 
from public utility taxes; $38 mil­ 
lion from insurance taxes; $31 
million from taxes on pari-mutual 
betting; and $935,000 from amuse­ 
ment taxes. 
The state’s per capita tax rev­ 
enue in fiscal 1966 was $127.38 
compared with $150.60 for all 
States, Buchar reported.

DEKALB—Selection of Weston 
as the location for the world’s 
largest atom smasher is expected 
to have an impact on the future 
development of science programs 
at Northern Illinois University, 
especially in physics and mathe­ 
matics. 


Weston, located approximately 
30 to 35 miles east of NIU’s 
DeKalb campus was chosen by 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
as the site for its 200-billion elec­ 
tron volt proton accelerator. 
Dr. Richard C. Bowers, dean 
of NIU’s College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences, said Monday that 
the accelerator’s location nearby 
“will put us in a more favorable 
position to attract qualified per­ 
sonnel.” 
Bowers pointed out that North­ 
ern, in the not too distant future, 
hopes to develop doctoral pro­ 
grams in mathematics and phys­ 
ics. 
“ Two problems in developing 
programs in any science field,” 
he said, “ are to acquire faculty 
who are involved in research ac­ 
tivity and having sufficient fa­ 
cilities to carry on research.” 
“ Many individuals will consider 
it an advantage to be close to an 
accelerator and this should help 
our recruitment potential.” Bow­ 
ers indicated that the eventual 
presence of a large number of 
highly trained scientists working 
at the facility “ will have a big 
impact. 
“ Whether we can use it as part 
of our graduate program is prob­ 
lematical,” Bowers said pointing 
out that design and construction 
of the facility would take ap­ 
proximately 8 to 10 years. 
Acting head of NIU’s physics 
department, Dr. Larry R. Sill, 
agreed that the close location of 
the facility nearness of the fa­ 
cility will have an impact on 
NIU. 
“ Hopefully, we will be in a 
better position to attract addi­ 
tional faculty members to the 
physics department.” 
Sill said that a permanent head 
for the physics department is be­ 
ing sought at this time. 
“ A research facility this close 
makes the position more attrac­ 
tive to a prospective candidate. 
A new person coming in will be 
thinking in terms of the depart­ 
ment’s development five or six 
years from now and this is when 
the accelerator will be nearing 
completion.” 
Sill pointed out that the AEC 
laboratory would be a national 
facility and would attract scien­ 
tists from all over the world.

The bouncy, bespectacled Cali­ 
fornian gave an overwhelming 
performance in sweeping to the 
Wimbledon title, beating Margar­ 
et Smith of Australia, Annette 
Van Zyl of South Africa and Ma­ 
ria Bueno of Brazil en route to 
the championship. 
She also won the South African 
crown and aided the United States 
in winning the Federation Cup 
and Wightman Cup team matches. 
In one stretch she suffered only 
one loss in 10 tournaments.

south of Decatur In Illinois, the 
Mt. Vernon establishment does 
not hatch its own pheasants.

Ervin Hawkins, superintendent 
and a longtime specialist in wild­ 
life, says state and federal pre­ 
serve experts are experimenting 
constantly on this “mystery of na­ 
ture” and about all they now know 
is simply that pheasant doesn’t 
seem to like or thrive in Illinois, 
south of an imaginary line that 
parallels Decatur. 
The same unexplainable boun­ 
dary line stretches across other 
“ Pheasant States” and like the 
Swallows of Capistrano, the pheas­ 
ants have thus far held on to 
their own secret-of-nature. 
All visits to the Mt. Vernon 
Game Farm should include a vis­ 
it to its extensive Wildlife Zoo. 
Gathered here for close-up looks 
and photos are living examples of 
Illinois wildlife plus a collection 
of the many types of quail and 
pheasant found all over the world. 
In addition, there are eagles, 
hawks, 
wild 
turkey, 
coyotes, 
wolves, foxes, badgers, muskrats, 
and beavers. 
Most of all there are deer in­ 
cluding one stately all w’hite buck. 
Hawkins says they have spotted 
about 45 of these unusual Euro­ 
pean fallow living and thriving as 
a herd in the woodlands of this 
game preserve. 
A Jefferson County legend says 
that the original pair of these 
white deer were brought to the 
area from Switzerland and either 
escaped or were turned loose in 
the county many years ago. 
Plan a full day at the Mt. Ver­ 
non State Game Farm. There is a 
picnic pavilion, handy water, and 
a beautiful woodland area not far 
from the all-free, always open 
zoo.

Prev ent Permanent Stains 
Stains and splotches on table 
linens are part of Christmas din­ 
ner clean-up. Many stains can be 
remov ed easily when they are 
fresh, hu t they may become dif­ 
ficu lt or impossible to remov e 
later, especially if set by heat. 
Althoug h « pot remov al treatments 
v ary with the type of stain and 
the fabric, here are some g eneral 
su g g estions for handling sev eral 
likely hoi id a v stain problems. 


Cranberries and other Fru it: 
If the fabric is washable, pou r 
boiling water throu g h the stained 
area from a heig ht of one to 
three feet. For nonwashable ar­ 
ticles, spong e with cool water or 
force cool water throu g h the fab­ 
ric with a small syring e or ev o 
dropper. Use a spong e u nder the 
stain to absorb the water. 


Eg g nog : 
Since this bev erag t 
contains both milk and eg g s, two 
different treatm ents mu st be u sed 
to remov e the stain. Rinse th« 
spotted area with cool water to 
remov e the eg g : then spong e with 
a g rease solv ent, such as carbon 
tetrachloride or any of the dry- 
cleaning fluids. Use an absorbent 
material u nder the area. Do not 
apply near an open flame. 


Grav y or Meat J uice: Spong e 
the stain with cool water or soak 
in cool water for thirty minu te« 
or long er, depending on the wash- 
ability of the fabric. Use a g reas« 
solv ent on fabrics containing syn> 
thetics. 
Liq u or: For washable articles, 
try the method 
su g g ested 
for 
fru it. Ru bbing alcohol may be 
u sed to remov e stains from nou- 
washablu e fabrics if the fabric 
color is not adv ersely affected. 
To determine the effect of the 
alcohol, test it first in an in­ 
conspicu ou s area. On acetate or 
Amel fabric, treat stains with 
alcohol dilu ted with two parts oi 
water. If the stain remains, bleacfc 
with sodiu m perborate or hydro 
g en peroxide. 
Candle Wax: 
Scrape off the 
dripping with a dufl-edg ed knife 
or spatu la. Next place the stained 
fabric between clean white blot­ 
ters or sev eral layers of facial 
tissu es, and press with a warm 
iron. To remov e any remaining 
stain, if ordinary washing does 
not remov e it, spong e with a 
g rease solv ent.
